Cornell Win* the Eight-Oared Rac* 


Nosing Out Columbia. 


Ponghkeepsie, X. T., June 27.—Cor- 


nell won the varsity eight-oared race 
at the intercollegiate regatta for the 
eighth time in the most exciting con- 
test ever rowed over the four-mile 
Ponghkeepsie course. Cornell's time 
over the course was 20:022-5. Colum- 
bia was second, TJnited States Nava! 
academy third, Pennsylvania fourth. 
Wisconsin fifth, Georgetown sixth, and 
Syracuse did not finish, her sheH be- 
ing swamped a half mile from the 
finish line. The Ithacans won by th? 
nt-TOwest margin from Columbia, and 
until the finish liae was crossed and 
the judges announced^that Cornell had 
won, the thousands of spectators, both 
afloat and ashore, were in doubt as to 
which crew won the victory. 


Cornell and Columbia fought fortho 


honors of the race over the whole four 
miles of the course, and at no time 
during the entire distance were the 
two shells more than 25 feet apart- 
Colombia led for over three miles and 
then Cornell took the lead, only to lose 
it to Columbia again. In the last 100 
feet of the race Cornell by a tremea 
dons spurt shot the nose of her shell 
out into the lead. 


Interurbans Won. 


Indianapolis. June 27. — The inter- 


urban railroads won in the supreme 
court on- the proposition that the use 
of the streets by their cars is no more 
an "additional servitude" than their 
nse by city street cars as long as they 
are operated within the city like street 
cars. But the court holds that what- 
ever special damages they inflict on 
adjoining property by running «^j fast 
as to shake down houses, or by the 
improper operation of their cars in 
other respects, must be paid.
